H OEVER confiders the Origin of Church- 
W Lands, and the Purity of the Ancient Rules 
concerning this Matter , will hardly believe 

that.a Plurality of Livings is alcogether Canonical. In 
former Times, a Beneficed Man had but one Title, and 
could not be matriculated in Two Churches. There was 
ftill among Chriftians fome Fervor, like that of the Pri- 
mitive Times , when the Revenues of the Church were 
in common, and only employ’d for the Maintenance of 
the Minifters and the Poor. But when they came to be 
divided, the Places, that were call’d Miniftries and Spiri- 
tual Offices, went by the Name of Benefices: And be- 
caufe among thofe Benefices, fome were fo {mall that 
Clerks could not live by them, there was a Neceflity to 
beftow feveral upon the fame Perfon, At firft this Pra- 
ice proceeded trom a good Motive: The Defign of it 
was, that every Church might be ferved, by atfording 
the Minifter a competent Maintenance ; but in Procefs 
of Time, what had been done for the Good of the 
Church, was done in Favour of Beneficed Men. The 
pretended Smallnefs of the Income ferved for a Pre- 
tence to heap up many Livings. Nay, they made no 
Difference between Benefices, with, and withour Cure 
of Souls. Several Livings and Bifhopricks were enjoy'd 
by the fame Incumbent, who got others to make the 
Divine Service for a fmall Part ot his Income. A Stop 





was put to this Abufe by the Council of Lateran, under 
Alexander UL. by the Council of Lyons, under Gregory X. 
and by the Council of Trent. They only diftinguith’d 
fuch Benefices as required Refidence, from thote that 
did not require it; and this Diftinttion was exprefs'd 
by the Words Compatible or Incompatible Benefices. 

The Author of this Book does not defign to explain 
whatever concerns this Subje&: He confines himfelf 
within narrower Bounds. He lays down, in the firft 
place, thefe Two Principles : 1. That a Clergyman can- 
not have Two Livings that require his Refidence. 2. 
That if he has Two Livings, that do not require it, he 
is obliged to {pend the Revenue arifing from them, ac- 
cording to the Intention of the Church, which defigns 
for the Poor whatever exceeds what he wants for his 
Maintenance. 

The Queftion therefore is not to know, Whether it 
be Lawful to have Two Benefices, that require Refi- 
dence ; or, Whether one may make a prophane Ufe of 
the Revenues arifing from Compatible Benefices? The Au- 
thor acknowledges that there are many Benefices of fuch 
a peculiar and effential Chara&er, that they cannot ftand 
with other Benefices of the fame Nature: He alfo grants 
that Clergymen are indifpenfibly obliged to make a pious 
Ufe of Ecclefiaftical Revenues. But fuppofing, as a ne- 
ceflary Condition, the right Ufe of thofe Revenues ; 
he asks, Whether a Clergyman may not have Two of 
thofe Preferments , that do not require his Refidence ? 
Such is the Queftion he undertakes to examine: He dif- 
cufles it in the following manner. 

The better to fhew the Compatibility of feveral Sine- 
Cura’s, or Of a Sime-Cura with a Benefice that has Cure 
of Souls; he obferves, thar formerly , and even in St. 
Bafil’s Time , a Bifhop had the Direétion of Two Dio- 
celes, with the Appromevion of that Holy Man. Heal- 
fo quotes the Authority of Gregorins Turonenfis ; who fays, 
That a Holy Prieft, call’d Severinus, having founded two 
Churches, taid Mafs every Sunday in both of ‘em. From 
whence he draws this Confequence; That a Plurality 
of Benefices is not bad in it felf, fince i¢ was admitted 
in thofe pure Times, and approved by Holy Bifhops. 
Afcerwards he makes a long Secmercan of many Great 
Men, whofe Lives were no lefs unfpotted than their 
Doétrine , who authorized that Pragtice by their Exam- 
ple. In the next place , he thews chat it was formerly 
introduced upon juft Grounds, and chat there are ftill 
good Reafons to admit ic. 

According to the Ancient Canons, it was Lawful to 
have feveral Benefices, in Five different Cafes, 1. When 
a Benefice was annexed to another Benefice, or a Prebend 
to the Dignity of a eg 2. When the Revenue “4 
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O6 
was not fuficient to maintain a Clergyman. 

a eae Good of the Church required that a Mini- 
iter fhould have a better Income. 4. When ri mers 
fo few Clerks, that there was a Neceflity to ‘ , 
feveral Benefices upon a fingle Man. 5. When golnns 
cumbent had-another Benefice in Commendam ; 1n W ich 
Cafe, the Benefice in Commendam was only granted for 
a Time. This laft Cafe gives the Author Occation to fay 
fomething about Commendams, They were infticuted for 
very good Reafons. If, for Inftance ae Church was de- 
prived of a Paftor by Death ; it the Infirmities and great 
Age of a Minifter did not allow him to perform the 
Fuattions of his Office; if Wars, Periecutions, or Ca- 
bals, prevented or put off an Elettion ; it was neceflary 
that the vacant Church fhould be committed to the Care 
of a Perfon, who fhould govern it with all the Prudence 
and Zealof a true Father, till a Paftor fhould be cho- 
fen with @ general Confent. Ie was at firft. a mere De- 
pofitum, by which the Depofitary got nothing. After- 
wards he was allowed to enjoy the Revenue, becaufe 
he ferved the Church ; and it being his Intereft to en- 
joy ita long time, he ufed feveral Artifices to hinder 
the Nomination of the Incumbent. Whereupon it was 
thought fitthat the Time prefcribed for a Commendam, 
fhould expire within Half a Year : The Indulgence of 
‘the Popes extended it toa Year; and by degrees the 
Commendams became perpetual. The Author touches up- 
on this only by the by, and to thew that Commendams 
ferved to palliate the Plurality of Benefices ; one of 
which was faid to be poflefs'd in Tituluam , and the other 
in Commendam. ‘By which means they kept to the Literal 
Senfe of the Law, whereby a Man was forbidden to have 
feveral Benefices ; but they eluded the true Intent of it, 
fince there was no Difference between a Commendatary 
for Life, and a true Incumbent. 

Having fhewn by Authorities and Examples, that it has 
ever been lawful to have feveral Benefices in fome Cafes, 
the Author thinks he may conclude that the Prohibition 
of the Laws does not properly concern the Plurdlity of 
Benefices, but the ill Ufe that may be made of it. So 
that provided a Clergyman difpofes of the Revenue of 
all his Benefices, according fo the Intention of the Church, 
if chofe Benefices are not incorhpatible , nothing can be 
objected againft him, and his Confcience is fafe ; becaufe 
when the Intention of the Church is anfwered, bya holy 
Ufe of Ecclefiaftical Revenues, the Poffeflion of Three 
or Four Bénéficés free from Refidence, is not more preju- 
dicial to the Church, than the Pofleflion of one , thar is 
as good or better than the other Four. ’Tis upon this 
Reafon the Author grounds his Opinion; and with the 
fame Reafon he pee, his Adverfaries , and anfwers all 
their ObjeGtions. If any one alledges againft him the 
Council of Chalcedon, the Council of Nice, the Council 
of Lateran, and that of Trent , the Authority of St. Ber- 
nard, and many eminent Dof&ors, who exproefs’d thcir 
Zeal at feveral times againft the Plurality of Livings ; his 
Anfwer is, That it was condemn’d by Reafon of the 
Motive that introduced it, and of the Abufes it was at- 
tended with ; but it cou’d not be blamed, when free from 
thofe Inconveniences,and fubmitted to a Canonical Ufe of 
Ecclefiaftical Revenues, becaufe in this cafe the Patrimo- 
ny of the Poor was preferved , and the Intention of the 
Church exatly fulfill'd. However he owns, thar benefi- 
ced Men, under pretence of being allowed to take from 
their Revenues what is neceffary to live according to their 
Rank, will perhaps make an ill ufe of chae Permiffion ; 
and indulge their Vanity. But thofe Abufes , which he 
condemns, are not unavoidable. One may therefore fup- 
pole a Cafe free from them ; and “tis only in fuch a Cafe 
that a Plorality of Benefices does not appear to him con- 
trary tothe Canons. This is the general Foundation of 
his Opinion, which he proves at large.

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The Author (Pag. 6c, 61.) difcourfing of Infe@s thi 


areto be found in the Bodies of Animals, and occafion 
many dangerous Difeafes, gives us an Account of what he 


obferved laft Summer, in the following Words.

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“ As I was going through the Yard , belonging to m 
Houfe,I faw upon the Stones Three Bodies of a gray; 
Colour, which feem'd to have fome Life in them. They 


‘ were all together about a Foot and a half long ; and if 


they had been jofn’d one with another, they would 
have been fomewhat like a thin Ribbon with feveray 
Knots, about a Line broad at one end, and half a Line 
at the other ; or like a kind of a Sol/uem, that is fome. 
times found in Men’s Guts. I carefully took up tho 
Three Bodies, and having laid them at length upon 
fome black Paper, to view them with a good Micro. 
fcope, I difcovered many {mall whitifh Worms of the 
fame Size and Figure, which {warm’d between Two 
Knots, as it were in a Neft. 

‘“* This made methinkthat a Solium might very well be, 
not a fingle Worm,as "tis commonly believed, but man 

Nefts in a Row, where a vaft Number of fmall Worms 
are lodged ; and I defire the Phyficians,who fhall find a 
Solium, to examine it carefully. I cannot apprehend 
from whence that Sol:um might come, bur from one of 
the Hens, which ran then into the Yard. Wheng 
came about an Hour after, to take a fecond View of 
that Solium, there was fo little of it remaining upon 
the Paper, that one might have taken it for a kind 
of Vifcous Matter, fomewhat like that which Slugs 
leave behind them, whereever they go. 

Remarks upon Microfcopical Obfervations. “ I grant you 
(Pag. 82. & feg.) that Microfcopical Obfervations are 
of great ufe, and frequently enable us to go beyond 
Conjectures; but it muft be confeft that thefe, who 
apply themfelves to fuch Difcoveries, ought to have 
fomething elfe befides their Eyes ; otherwife they oftea 
fancy they fee a thoufand things which they don’t fee, 
being like thofe who perceive in the Clouds whatever 
offers to their Imagination. 

** M. Leawenhock may be quoted as an Inftance of w hat 
I fay. He has publith’d in a mean Style five or fix large 
Volumes of Obfervations, which might be reduced to 
a few Pages, if one had a2 mind to extra&@ only what is 
ufeful, and Jeave out what is falfe or needlefs. If his 
Books had been worth making fome Remarks upon 
them , I would have done it long ago to undeceive the 
Publick. ’Tistrue, Prolixity is not perhaps to blame 
in fuch Obfervations ; but the Prolixity I blame him 
for, is rather a mean and tedious Probhixity than a Jéarn. 
% one, which the beft Writers are frequently fond 
of. 

“When he has a mind to tell us that he has obferved 
the Seed of a Ram, he fetches that Animal from the 
remoteft Parts of North-Holland: He defcribes its Fleece 
and its Size : He informs us how Rams are bred in that 
Country, and fays a thoufand things wholly Foreign to 
his defign. 

‘* But what does he mean with his Obfervations upon 
Salts, which make a confiderable part of his Learn. 
ing? If he thinks he can difcover with his Micro 
icopes the infenfible Particles of thofe Salts, he is very 
much miftaken ; for “tis impoffible to know by thae 
means the infenfible Particles of Natural Bodies; and 
therefore ‘tis abfolutely neceflary to have Recourfe to 
Conjectures, in order to explain their Effeas. 

‘* Microfcopes ought to be ufed chiefly to difcover 
the Contexture of the Parts ferving to the admirable 
Occonomy of Living Creatures, that we may be ena 
bled to go beyond Conje&tures. And yet I would not 
{pend a great deal of Time in examining the Minute 
Parts of Infeés, moft of which can hardly be fzen 
with the beft Microfcopes, and feldom have any Affi- 
nity with the Parts of a Man: But I would carefully 
examine the Parts of large Animals, efpecially thofe, 
that have a great Relation with the Parts of Human 
Bodies and are more diftin& and vifible then in Moa. 
For it frequently happens, that what Nature conceals 
in Man, difcovers it felf in another Animal. Thus 
One may know the Struciure of the greateft Vare of a 
Man’s Vifcera, by comparing them with chofe of 
Beafts, and by that means make a great Progrefs ia 
— which is to this Day furrounded with Dark

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“ M. Leunwenboek tells us, he has obferved that Blood, 
* Milk, and a vaft Number of other Bodies, are only 
“ made up of fimall Globules. .. .... To mention 
“ only what he fays concerning Blood, he faw little 
«* drops of a red Liquor floating in another Liquor, that 
“ is clear and tran{parent; from whence he infers, that 
«© Blood confifts only of red Globules: But he might as 
“ well fay, that Oil is only made up of Globules, be- 
“ caufe it fwims in Water or in Vinegar, like fo many 
* Globules. : teh . 

“ Befides, the red Liquor alone, that fwims in a clear 
«¢ and tran{parent Liquor, like fo many Globules, does 
< not make Blood; but both of ’em, when united, and

“ He fays, That when he made the Anatomy of a | 


“ Loufe, he took off the Tefticles, and diffe&ted the 
“ Spermatick Veflels, @c. Befides, he tells us that he took 
« out the Seed, wherein he difcovered a vaft Number 
“© of Animalcula, as wellas in the Seed of great Ani- 
« mals, Oc. If you give hima Vilit, as I did former- 
« ly, to fee all thofe fine Things no lefs impoflible than 
“ incredible, he will tell you ina jefting way, that he 
«¢ fhews them to no Body, butto his Wife...... I 
“ would fain ask him what Knives he ufes to make all 
“‘ thofé fine Diffe&tions, and to cut and divide Particles, 
«< that are thinner than the Edge of the fharpeft Knife ? 
« How he can Diffle&t a Body, which almoft touches the 
«“ Glafs, and muft needs difappear, when removed never 
“¢ fo little from its Focus? How he can diftinguifh thofe 
«« Parts, that are confounded by the Juice running from 
“ the Veflels? Gc. ‘Tis true, he fays he has fome Glaf- 
“ fes fitted for that purpofé, which he fhews to no Body 
* but to his Wife: He fhould fay fo to thofe, who know 
« not the firft Principles of Dioptricks. The oe hy 
“ lity of chofe Things may be as evidently demonftrated, 
“as the plaineft Mathematical Demonftration. Howe- 
* ver it muft be confefs'd, that there are very fine Ob- 
“* fervations in his Works ; but they are fo few, that 
“‘ they muft be look’d for, as one would look for a Flower 
“ ina large Field, full of Briars and Weeds. 

M. Hartfoeker makes a Refle&tion upon Natural Philo- 
fophy, (Pag. 125,) which deferves to be inferted here. 
«‘ Natural Philofophy, fays he, is not like Mathematicks, 
“ or algebra, which is now fo muchin Vogue. ‘Tis 
* an eafy thing to be miftaken in Phyficks, becaute a 
“ thoufand Things muft be viewed all at once; but ~/- 
“ gebra requires only a great deal of Patience, and a Key 
“to let one in. If an Algebrift has Wit enough to keep 
“in his Hand the Thread that isto lead him Whither 
“he defires to go, he will infallibly attain his End, 
« without wanting to know his way. But ‘tis not fo 
“ with a Philofopher, who is deprived of fuch a Help 
“« in Natural Philofophy, and molt times gropes in the 
“ Dark.” What M. Hartfoeker fays of Phyticks, if com- 
pared with Mathematicks, may be alfo applied to feve. 
ral other Sciences, and particularly to Critical Learn- 
ing. 

‘Our Author fpeaking of Sea-fhells to be found in 
Mountains lying at a great diftance from the Sea, in- 
forms us (Pag. 177.) occafionally, that a double Shell in- 
dented, or cather a kind of Mufcle, has been found in 
the Country of Heffe-Cafel, and that it is lodged in the 
Landgrave’s Cabinet of Curiofities. Thofe two Shells 
being open take upa fpace of ten ortwelve Foot. They 
are very heavy, and perfeétly like thofe, that are to be 
found in the Mountains of Amboina, and the adjacent 
Seas. The Author of the Cabinet of the Curiofities of 
Amboina, calls them Chama Squammata, or Nagel Schulpen, 
and fays fome of 'em weigh four or five Hundred Pound 
and above. 

M. Hartfocker fays; one might ask how thofe two 
Shells, which feem to be the Exuviea of an Indian Ani- 
mal, and are not to be found in our European Seas, 
could come into the Mountains of Aff; and how it 
comes to pafs that the Sea-fhells, that were found at 
Amfterdam a huadred and fixry Foot under Ground, when 
they dug the famous Well mention d by him in Page 29. 
of his Conjeffures Phyfiques, are no more to be feen in the 
Neighbouring Seas ? His Aniwer is, that it appears from 
thence, that the Earth has undergone very great Changes. 
Sit fays he, it turn’d formerly upon another Axis,

Ludolfus made a great Figure in the Commonwealth 

e of Learning : His Skillin the Oriental Languages 
procured him a re Reputation ; but he was chiefly Emi- 
nent for his vaft Knowledge of the Ethiopick. His Hi-. 
{tory of £thiopia, and his Commentary upon that Hifto- 
ry, are the moft confiderable Works of that Learned 
Man. They met with a general Applaufe ; and the 
Publick was extremely pleaféd to haye a particular Ac- 
count of a vaft Empire, that was only fate by the 
i. erfeé&t Relations of partial and ignorant Travel.

M. Ludolfus was born of a Noble Family at Erfor?, thé 
chief City of Thuringia, on the 25th of June 1624. He 
difcovered from his younger Years a great Inclination 
for Learning, efpecially for the Oriental Languages. At 
Twenty Years of Age he compos’d an Ethiopick Grame 
mar. Afterwards he went to Leyden, where he learn’d 
the Modern Greek, and applied himfelf to the Perfian 
Language. He learn’d at the fame time Englifh and Swee 
difh, ahd was waty mutch efteem’d by Salmafius, and other 
Learned Men, From Leyden he went to France by Sea, 
and having Landed at Dieppe, he repair'd to Cam, and 
Lodg’d in the Houfe of the Famous Bochart, who, at 
Fifty Years of Age, was not afham’d to Learn tlie Erhio~ 
pick Language of him, tho’ he:was but a young Man. 
M. Ludolfus having made the Grand Tour of France, 
took a Journey into England, and then return’d into Hol. 
land, and from thence intd Germany. He cravell'd a fe~ 
cond timé into France, and then into Italy, from whence 
he went into Sweden by the way of France. Being re- 
turn'd into his Country, he was entrufted by the Dukes 
of Saxony, with the Management of feveral Negociati- 
ons, and made it appear that Studious and Learned Men 
are not always unfit for Political Affairs. At laft, be- 
ing defirous to live a more quiet Life, he went to Franc- 
fort, with the Title of Refident of the Dukes of Saxony, 
and died in that City on the 8th of 4pril 1704. 

M. Juncker found feveral Materials to write this Life, 
not only in M. Ludolfus’s Works, but alfo in the Papers 
he left behind him. That Learned Man kept a Journal 

of the Obfervations he made in his Travels, without o« 
mitting the moft inconfiderable Things. The Publick is 
fufficiently inform’d, that being at Rome he made him- 
felf acquainted with an Ethiopian, call’d Gregory, who 
took a Journey into Germany, and enabled him to write 
his Hiftory of Athiopia. M. Ludolfus underftood Twen- 
ty Five Languages, befides his Mother-Tongue ; and 
notwithftanding his great Application to fo many Lan. 
guages, he could play upon the Harp, the Lure, the Vio- 

in, and the Flure, and found a Trumpet. He was ex- 
tremely defirous that the Chriftian Princes of Europe 
fhou’d fetrle a Cortefpondence With the Emperor of A&- 
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thiopia, and perfuade him to make War with the Turks, 
in bepes chet fuch a Diverfion wou'd prove very a 
tageous to Chriftendom, befides the Benefit of Trade that 
might arife from this Correfpondence. He propofed his 
Proje& to King Charles If. in England, and to the States 
of Holand; but he had not the Satisfaf&tion to meet with 
any Encouragement. The Author of his Life mentions 
{everal Obfervations extraéted from his Journal, of 
which I thal] fay nothing. I thall only obferve, that the 
Reader will find in this Book a fhort Defcription of the 
vaft Copper-Mines of Sweden : M. Juncker tells us they 
had never been defcribed by any Body before. 

He has inferted at the end of this Life fome Extracts 
of Letters written to M. Ludolfus, by feveral Learned 
Men. The longeft, and the moft confiderable, is that 
of the Uluftrious M. Cuper, wherein he fhews that the 
Romans were never Mafters of all Arabia. Mr. Melchior 
Leydecker fays, in a Letter from Batavia, that the Plague 
is fo little ae in the Ifle of Java, that they hardly 
have a Name for it. He adds, that the Inhabitants of 
the Cape of Good Hope are never Sick of the Smai-Pox.

The laft Piece contain’d in this Book, is a ColleGion 
of Words ufed by the Hottentots, who live near the Cape 
of Goed Hope. This Colle&tion was fentto M. Ludolfy;, 
by the Famous M. Witfer, to thew him the Falfity of 
what is commonly faid, that thofe Barbarians have no¢ 
the ufe of Speech. Thofe Words are Tranflated into 
Dutch and Latin. M. Witfer fent alfoto M. Ludolfus, an 
Extra& of the Regifter of the Cape of Good Hope, dated 
February 9, 1691. whereby it appears that the Hortenrors 
have a Notion of a Deity, tho’ many affirm the cop. 
trary. 

That Extra& runsthus. “ A Gentleman difcourfed 
“ with fome Hottentets, who being very Familiar with 
“‘ him, told him, without any Diffimulation, That they 
““ Worfhip a certain God, whofe Head does not exceed 
“ the bignefs of one’s Fift. He has a Hole in his Back: 
“ He is Tall, and large Bodied. They implore his Af- 
“* fiftance in time of Famine or Dearth, or upon any o. 
“ cher Necefliry. Their Wives ufe to rub the Head of 
“ the God with Earth, and Bohu, and other Sweet Herbs, 
“ and fometimes offer him fome Sacrifices.”

The King Of Denmark, being at Florence laft Year, 
ask’d a Prieft upon Thurfday before Eafter, Why the Arch- 
bifhop wafh'd the Feet of Thirteen Poor, inftead of 
Twelve ? That — moved Father Orlandi to write 
upon this Subject. He declares in his Preface that he 
does not pretend to give a folid Anfwer to it: He has 
read all che Authors, who have treated that Subject before 
him ; but becaufe none of them give a Reafon why the 
Church receives Thirteen Poor inftead of Twelve, he 
was obliged to build all his Anfwers upon mere Con- 
jectures. 

This Work is divided into 28 Chapters. In the 14 
firft, the Author explains the Ceremony of Wathing the 
Feet ; and in the rs laft, that of Wathing the Alrars 

He gives, in the firft Place, a general Account of the 
Wathing of the Feer : A Ceremony very well krown in 
the Church, fince they ufed formerly to wath the Feet of 
thofe who came to the Holy Table, and of thofe wh» 
prefented themfelves to be Baptized. Afterwards he con- 





fines himfelf to the Ceremony prattis’d upon Thurfday 
before Eafter ; and before he anfwersthe Queftion, which 
makes the Subje& of his Book, he fays, 1. That this Ce. 
remony was not always obferv’d in the Church, and that 
all the Churches did not pra&tife ic in the fame manner, 
2. That the Greek Church is the only one, that never 
wath’d the Feet of more than Twelve Poor. 3. That the 
Cuftom of Wafhing the Feet of Thirteen Poor has been 
obferved long ago in the Church of Rome ; but there is no 
Writer who mentions that Number before the Twelfth 
Century. Father Orlandi proceeds to the different Opi- 
nions of feveral Anthors about the Thirteenth Poor, 
Some fay, he reprefents the Mafter of the Houfe ; others, 
St. Matthias ; others, Jefus Chrift. Others believe that. 
Pope Gregory I, began to receive a Thirteenth Poor, in, 
Memory of the Thirteenth, who appear’d at his Table, 
according to the Teftimony of Joannes Diaconus. 

In the next Place, the Author gives his own Opinion. 
He believes the Thirteenth Poor reprefents either St. Paul, 
whom the Church of Rome is ufed to join with St. Peter; 
or Fefus Chrift himfelf. According to the firft Opinion, 
the Pope wafhing the Feet of the Poor, reprefents Fefus 
Chrift wafhing the Feet of his Apoftles, According to 
the Second, he denotes the Church, which, in order to 
imitate the Example of Humility prefcribed by her 
Spoufe, proftrates her felf at his Feet,and wafhes the Feer 
of FESUS CHRIST, before fhe wafhes the Feet of 
thofe who reprefent his Difciples. 

In the Second Part, the Author undertakes to Explain 
the Myfteries contain’d in the Ceremony of Wathing the
